GEORGIA STRAIGHT BUST 


Brother paper Georgia Straight has been attacked but refuses to 
bite the dust. Editor Dan MacLeod, writer Bob Cumming and the 
Georgia Straight Publishing Company Ltd. (which is sometimes re- 
ferred to as Dan MacLeod) has been charged with twelve counts of 
breaking the law. 


The first charge says the Straight "did publish obscene material, 
to wit, an article called "Penis de Milo created by Cynthia 
Plaster-Caster",; the second "an advertisement "an ad- 
vertisement 'Young man wanted to meet woman to 30 yrs. 
old for Muffdiving etc.' '; the third "did publish ob- 
scene pictures"; and the fourth "did counsel another 
person, to wit, Penelope Ann York, to commit an in-g 
dictable offence, which was not committed, to wit, ‘~) 
to cultivate marijuana", Each count is served three 

times, thus twelve counts.

In an interview, editor MacLeod pointed out that the 
Straight has not recieved any support from the establish- 
ed press in Vancouver. "They've reported what's happen- 
ing in very small stories but have said nothing editor- 
ially." 


He added that Dr. Schoenfeld and Country Joe are ven- 
turing into Vancouver to raise bread to help out, but 
more help is needed. The Straight has now become a pre- 
dominantly black and white paper to cut costs, and is 
cutting back on all extras. But the cancer of freedom 
in Vancouver must be cultivated, and continue to grow. 


In Montreal, LOGOS has been assisted at dire times by 
the Montreal Star, who never applied any strings for 
their help. Such is not the case in Van. The Straight 
relies for its help on heads, the community, concerned 
people, and other underground papers and their readers. 


Trials are set for July 11 and 24, but the Staright 
will continue to publish regularly. You can pick it 
up at newstands in Montreal (see the classified ad 
section for details) and you can help by buying 
one.

What was John Lennon's message? PEACE, and he even recorded 
a single in the hotel room with Leary and Smothers and about 20 
others called, ALL WE ARE SAYING IS GIVE PEACE A CHANCE. John 
honestly feels that the world can bring an end to wars if the 
people only realized that PEACE is attainable. 

Lennon has been involved in the world of salesmanship long e- 
nough to know the power that lies there. "Well,we're selling a 
soap called PEACE,and we've started a sales campagin,and the pro- 
duct looks like it has some chance of getting through to the 
housewives. Pretty soon we should have an economically viable mar- 
ket for PEACE." More specifically,Lennon's brand of peace has a 
marked Gandhian streak. He maintains that violence ain't where 
it's at baby,even if you happen to live in a system that imprisons 
her young men for refusing to murder the innocent. Thus, THE 
FIRST PARABLE ACCORDING TO JOHN: 

"If there is a cart going along the road there ,dropping a load 
of crap there,we can either run after the cart and sweep it up, 
which is what some people do,and that's OK. Or you can try to catch 
up with the driver and tell him to stop,you know,and that is what 
we are trying to do."

Throughout his history upon the earth, man 
has offered his grateful acceptance to an un- 
known spirit for the fruits he has received, 
be it mammals, maize or money. As man devel- 
oped, his rituals changed adapting to the new 
conditions. During man's agricultural stage 

the spring and harvest fertility rites became 
established in his growing culture. As man be- 
gan the gravitation into an urban milieu the 
fertility festivals also made a modified trans- 
ition. Spring and harvest festivals have con- 
tinued into our own era, although the magic and 
fertility aspects have waned thin. It was these 
pagan rites that provided the foundation for 
the theatre. 

Both comic and tragic drama grew out of the 
revelry of the Dionysian fertility rites. The 
Greek theatre, as it became more established, 
maintained its close association with the soil 
by building amphitheatres into the slopes of 
hills. As the Greek theatre continued to devel- 
op it ceaséd to be a great festival of life and 
began to merely represent life. This use of the 
theatre to represent life has continued as the 
backbone of the western theatre. As a represen- 
tational art the theatre attempts to present 
life, but does not take part in it. In essance 
the theatre became an art form which receded 
from life as it developed. This retreat of the 
theatre from the magic ritual of its origin 
continued unhindered until Antonin Artaud at- 
tempted to re-establish contact. 

Antonin Artaud was an early associate of 
André Breton and the Surrealists. He became the 
Director of the Office of Surrealist Research 
in 1925. In his official Surrealist position he, 
along with Breton, was active in attacking 
Christian values. Artaud fell into disfavour 
with Breton and the other Surrealists for his 
de$ire to open an experimental theatre. Breton 
branded him a heretic for his commercial desires 
The final rupture between Artaud and the Sur- 
realists came in 1927. 

It was in the same year that Artaud and 
Roger Vitrac opened their Theatre Alfred Jarry. 
It was a small experimental theatre. Artaud as 
the director made great use of techniques, 
such as stink bombs, to shock the audience. He, 
as well as Vitrac, was still covertly linked 
with Surrealist ideas. In 1929, after two short 
seasons, the Theatre Alfred Jarry closed and 
each man went his own way, During the next 
| eight years Artaud wrote a series of essays on- 

the theatre. These essays contain his manifestos 
on the theatre of cruelty. 

Artaud put western civilization on trial for 
being diseased and not merely a tew art forms. 
He, like the Dadists, attacked language, the 
very basis of civilization, as the source of 
the sickness. "I see at the root of this confu- 
sion a rupture between things and words, between 
things and the ideas and signs that are their 
representation."’ This alienation of words and 
things brought man to a state of chaos and des- 
pair. Artaud was in direct opposition to those 
that would attempt to solve the problem by 
merely adding another symptom, Language had be- 
come too rigid and formal, it had lost its dy- 
namic expresive quality. A word once uttered 
would start to build a wall of abstract forms 
in the receivers mind. Artaud sought to re-es- 
tablish the metaphysical aspect of language. On- 
ly in this way could language express thoughts 
that went beyond the spoken word. His idea was 
similar to the theatre of poetry attempted by 
Mallarmé and Rimbaud, But, where his predeces- 
sors wanted beautiful images expressed and 
pleasure derived by the audience, Artaud desired 
a purgative cleansing of the participants en- 
tire being. Artaud wanted language reforged as 
‘emotive sound' which in conjunction with the 
rest of the 'mise en scene' (direction, produc- 
tion and staging) will create a vacuum around 
ideas sucking them into the minds of the audi- 
ence. "It is a matter of substituting for the 
spoken language a different language of nature, 
whose expressive possibilities will be equal to 
verbal language, but whose source will be tapped 
at a point still deeper, more remote from 
thought.'"' He attempted to forge a dynamic uni- 
versal language based on emotive sound which 
would make use of the receivers senses instead 
of his intellect. 

Artaud viewed the rupture between language 
and things as one of the most significant mani- 
festations of the diseased western civilization. 
This sick civilization was also alienated from 
its culture which had been removed from life and 
put into museums. The degree to which culture 
had been removed from life was in proportion to 
western man's present alienated and demoralized 

RENEE. "There is a curious parallel between 
1s generalized collapse of life at the root of 
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our present demoralization and our concern for 
a culture which has never been coincident with 
life, which in fact has been devised to tyran- 
nize over life." Artaud believed like Freud that 
civilization uses culture to repress the indi- 
viduals basic desires. He believed that repres- 
sion of the sexual urge and violence forced the 
individuals desires inwards to the unconcious 
mind. By returning the theatre to its magical 
origin and using it as a poetic medium, Artaud 
wanted to unleash the audiences repressed un- 
concious mind allowing the black forces of sex 
and violence to be released. 

He sensed a growing hunger in the European 
populace which he attributed to the repression 
of basic needs. Civilizations cruelty in re- 
pressing these human needs, he maintained, must 
be mirrored by the theatre. It was not a theatre 
that would merely reflect man and his present 
condition, but rather cut through the hypoc- 
risy of civilization in an effort to release 
mankind. His theatre of cruelty would be a 
religious ritual, and once again it would be 
part of life. 

Artaud compared the function of the theatre 
and the plague in society. Both were involved 
in crisis, The plague offers death or purifica- 
tion of the being or leaves the being in a re- 
pressed state. The plague in its indiscriminate 
fashion breaks down society. The theatre's re- 
flecting of actual existence would release the 
unconscious mind also rearranging society. Ar- 
taud, like the Dadaists, believed in unleashing 
all possible energy; for only in this way could 
one know the full joy of life. "It releases 
conflicts, disengagespowers, liberates possi- 
bilities, and if these possibilities and these 
powers are dark, it is the fault not of the 
plague nor of the theatre, but of life." 

Artaud's manifestoes on the theatre of cru- 
elty were in keeping with this desire to un- 
leash the forces of life. The value of the 
theatre was to be found in its magical relation 
to reality. The spectacle would attempt to 
turn the audience inward to realize a new and a 
deeper sensation. Artaud envisaged grandiose 
performances: "Every spectacle will contain a 
physical and objective element, perceptible to 
all, Cries, groans, apparitions, surprises, theat- 
ricalities of all kinds, magic beauty of cos- 
tumes taken from certain ritual models; res- 
plendent lighting, incantational beauty of voi- 
ces, the charms of harmony, rare notes of music, 
colours of objects, physical rhythm of move- 
ments whose crescendo and decrescendo will ac- 
cord exactly with the pulsation of movements 
familiar to everyone, concrete appearances of 
new and surprising objects,masks,effigies yards 
high, sudden changes of light,the physical ac- 
tion of light which arouses sensations of heat 
and cold, etc." 

He believed that the total assault on the 
audiences senses would bring about a more a- 
cute perception. The text that had tied western 
theatre to the written word was to be thrown 
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moving collages making use both of their sym- 


away. Artaud wanted to recapture a language of 
sound,movements,gesture,expression and space. 
Once mastered it would be used to formulate 


bolism and their interconnections. "The theatre 
restores us all our dormant conflicts and all. 
their powers, and gives these powers names we 
hail as symbols: and behold! before our eyes is 
fought a battle symbols."' The symbols used were 
archetypal, to stimulate the collective uncon- 
scious of the audience. Actors would use their 
voices as an instrument and the words would 

be used in an incantational way, such as the 
Hare Krishna chant. Artaud, through his use of 
symbols, wanted to present ideas of the great 
dark Myths of Creation, Becoming and Chaos. 
These Myths were of such intensity that only in 
an atmosphere of bloodshed and cruelty could 
they be presented, Artaud's use of archetypal 
Symbols must not lead one to believe that he 
would draw his themes from antiquity. On the 
contrary he emphatically stated in his second 
Manifesto that he wanted contempory problems 
for his spectacles, Artaud believed that the 
theatre has an essential function in society. 

The theatre of cruelty was Artaud's solution 
to transforming the theatre into such an es- 
sential function. Like the plague, the theatre 
was created to collectively draw the pus out 
of civilizations festering wound. The dream 
reality was to be used as a means of recaptur- 
ing a mass audience. These mass audiences were 
to sit in the middle of the theatre while the 
spectacle was. performed on all sides. The dreams 
that were presented were to metaphysically mir- 
ror the condition of man. Human sensations 
would be dangled in front of the audience, man's 
savagery,his gentleness and his erotic pleasure. 

Artaud believed, as did the Surrealists, in 
the healing ability of the subconscious mind. 
By showing man his dark origins and desires, 
that civilization had repressed, he believed 
would be sufficient to bring about a liberation. 
He realized that the sickness that permeated 
western civilization was a collective and not 
simply an individual problem. Artaud, like 
Wilhelm Reich, understood Freud's theory of re- 
pression, but relized that only a collective 
solution would properly correct a collective 
problem. He used the theatre of cruelty as a 
sort of mass psychoanalysis. "We insist on the 
fact that the first spectacle of the Theatre of 
Cruelty will turn upon the preoccupations of the 
great mass of men, preoccupations much more 
pressing and disquieting than those of any in- 
dividual whatsoever." 

He was a man of undying zeal who refused to 
compromise himself or his ideas. He refused to 
be overcome by the despair and absurdity of the 
century, Boldly, Artaud formulated a cure for 
the times, using the theatre as his medium. Like 
the early blasphemers, the Dadaists and the 
Surrealists, ‘rtaud found an answer in a more 
elemental existence and tried to impart it to 
others. It was in Mexico that he found a living 
culture, Not like the dead culture of Europe 
that was locked in museums, He wanted to re-es- 
tablish people and things, and in so doing 
break down modern man's alienated situation, 

Artaud has had a profound effect upon the 
‘present theatrical world. Within the French 
theatre Artaud's theories have been adopted 
with drastic changes. It has been in American 
experimental theatre that Artaud has become a 
guru. The earliest and most lasting effort has 
been the Living Theatre. They attempted to 
transfer Artaud's ideas into a dynamic living 
experience. Since the Living Theatre was born 
in 1948 similar experiments have begun. Their 
attempt to unlock the repressed needs of man 
were themselves repressed accenting the dis- 
eased condition of society. 

Artaud believed that certain elements of 
civilization must be stripped away so that man 
could breath in a more natural fashion. He be- 
lieved that. by unlocking the unconscious mind, 
this stripping would be realized. It may be 
that these ideas are incorrect. Possibly our 
civilization is on a forced march to self-des- 
truction and attempts such as Artaud's are no 
more than a voice in the wilderness. It is also 
possible that Artaud's experiment would help 
this self-destructive drive by unlocking the 
unconscious mind in an era of ballistic mis- 
siles and chemical mace. He might also be wrong 
along with Jung, in his assumption of the 
existence of a collective unconscious. And, of 
course, western Civilization might not be re- 
pressed, in which case everything really is 
absurd, He was not fettered with such doubt for 
he had faith in his ideas. Artaud will be a 
beacon for those who are ready to enter into 
the new Age of Faith that is just dawning.
